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Silence Means Consent 


HE LIFE OF A BACKBENCH- 

er has long been a matter of 
protest and disillusionment for many 
a newly-elected member of Parlia- 
ment who finds that his voice in 
national affairs is negligible and his 
personal~ influence on _ legislation 
practically nil. A great deal of the 
duty of a backbencher is to vote in 
accordance with his party’s decisions 
—and the decisions, in the case of 
the government, are made by the 
Prime Minister and his cabinet. 

There is obviously a clash of 
principles here: the principle of gov- 
ernment solidarity if the administra- 
tion is to survive; and that of free 
will and duty to the individual mem- 
ber’s sense of right.. Only in the 
case of an announced free vote— 
on such a question, say, as capital 
punishment—is the individual MP 
encouraged to vote strictly accord- 
ing to his conscience. 

This is clearly. not an ideal sys- 
tem,,yet it appears to be the only - 
workable one if there is to be con- 
tinuity of government and avoidance . 
of the log-rolling and back-scratch-* 
ing that characterize the relatively 
chaotic proceedings of parliaments 
composed of many fragmentary par- 
ties or uncommitted individuals. 

The topic has ardused new com- 
ment in Ottawa, however,~as a re- 


sult of the complaint of Mr. Steven 
Otto, the Liberal member for East 
York, that he and his backbench 
colleagues have been told to refrain 
from criticism or amendment of gov- 
ernment bills in committee, and to 
make sure that all bills and esti- 
mates proceed from committee un- 
changed from the government’s orig- 
inal version: 

If this is in fact the case, and 
government members have been 
warned against voicing their dis- 
senting opinions even in committee, 
then it is particularly unpalatable 
in view of the new importance which 


-Mr. Trudeau had assigned to com- 


mittee work. It is the Prime Min- 
ister’s expressed policy to save val- 
uable time in the House by giving 
more responsibility to parliamentary 
committees in formulating, and, ap- 
proving legislation. If that function 
becomes merely one of applying a 
rubber stamp, then a vital phase of 
the.democratic process will be lost, 
and a heavier duty. will rest on the 
minority parties in Parliament. to 
eriticize and try to amend. 

In any case, the duties and op- 
portunities of backbenchers should 
be augmented rather than restricted. 
“Rep by pop” should not become a 
perquisite confined to cabinet min- 
istérs’ constituencies. 


The Waiting Game 


E IS OFTEN SAID THAT GOV- 
ernments use royal commissions 
as a convenient means of sweeping 
controversies under.the rug. Certain- 
ly the record of the Bennett govern- 
ment in implementing inquiry recom- 
mendations gives grounds for cyn- 
icism. The 1964 Clyne Report on ex- 
propriations is one example. Even 
more glaring is the government’s 
failure to act on any of the recom- 
mendations on gasoline pricing made 
by Judge C. W. Morrow in 1966 after 
a three-year investigation. 

Now Judge Morrow has been ap- 
pointed chairman of a three-man 
royal commission on drinking habits 
in the province. Since many recom- 
mendations of a similar liquor in- 
quiry made in 1952 have also heen 
ignored, he must wonder at times: 

He should feel. some sense of 
vindication, however, from the fact . 
that a more recent Alberta govern- 
ment inquiry into gasoline prices 
found many of the same abuses in 
the industry that he did. One princi- 
pal recommendation of the Morrow 


report was to break the tie-up be- 
tween service stations and oil firms 
which allows them to set prices on 
consignment sales. It was hard to see 
where there was competition in that 
type of operation, Judge Morrow 
concluded, 

The Alberta report had this to 
say: “Oil companies advocate free- 
dom of enterprise for oil companies 
and practise economic slavery for 
operators.” In fact findings of 
the Alberta inquiry and its recom- 
mendations to the government for 
legislation reflected much more 
harshly on the oil companies than 
those of Judge Morrow — and in a 
province where the industry wields 
more influence than it does in British 
Columbia. 

The Alberta government may of 


“course also choose to ignore the sug- 


gestions of its inquiry — since no 
recommendations by outside bodies 
should be considered binding on 
elected governments—but the find- 
ings should confirm the wide belief 
that some improvements are also 
needed in this province. 


A Brighter View for India 


NLESS INDIA’S POPULATION 
explosion is controlled, the sub- 
continent 20 years from now could, 
have one billion mouths to feed — 
a figure which threatens subsistence 
even with generous help, from other 
countries. But if progress is made 
in family planning along lines now 
being pressed, competent observers 
believe India could become self-suf- 
ficient and enjoy a standard of living 
unknown by the majority of-its peo- 
ple in recent times. 


Mr. Chester Bowles, American 
Ambassador to India and a man 
whose concern for assistance to that 
country’s people is matched by his 
knowledge of improvements that 
have come from foreign aid, presents 
interesting facts to support the lat- 
ter possibility. 


Since 1953, India’s electric power 
output .has ‘been increased five-fold 


and can be expected to double again 
in the next decade. Malaria has been 
cut in half since 1966, acreage under 
cultivation has increased by 30 mil- 
lion to 80 million since 1950, and 
during the same period school en- 
rolment has gone up-four-fold. In a 
spectacular development~during the 
last four years new high-yield rice 
and wheat crops have been planted 
and the acreage is increasing. 


These are all positive advances 
that could spell out a fuller life for 
the people of India, provided ‘the 
country can meet its huge birth-con- 
trol problem and eliminate food loss- 
es due to inadequate storage and to 
the inroads of vermin. Electric pow- 
er, irrigation, high-yield crops and 
greater use of fertilizer give grounds 
for optimism where a realistic as- 
sessment at onetime could yield 
only pessimism.

- Voting Money in the Dark 


S government gets bigger, ‘so do the 

contingencies against which minis- 
ters must prudently provide. Monday, 
Mr. Drury tabled the final supplemen- 
tary estimates for 
1968-69. They bring 
total spending, orig- 
inally forecast at 
$10,284,732,032, to the 
sum of $10,822,707,- 
126. This is very 
close to the pre- 
Christmas recalcula- 
tion. What is. interest- 
ing, however, is that 
most of the increase 
sought — $105,000,000 
of $151,862,278 — is for ‘‘contingencies.” 
The unforeseeable or unprintable does 
not contract as we approach year-end. 
On the contrary with only a month to go, 
the future is far more opaque than it 
was when ministers set themselves in 
the confidence of springtime to estimate 
their spending potential for the present 
year. 

At that time the government, with an 
eye to the unexpected, put in $60 millions 
for the contingencies vote. By the time it 
had become necessary to revise the 
estimates (last autumn), the Treasury 


. Board thought it well to increase this to 


$70 million. Now, at the end of February, 
there is an additional request for $105 
million which will bring the total to $175 
million, 


Accumulated Hazard 


One has only to glance back through 
the blue books to see how the hazards of 
accounting have accumulated. In 1963-64, 
the government was content to set aside 
for rainy days a total of rather less than 
$21 million. In 1956-66, it was a bit under 
$30 million. Then it went up to $45 
million. And so on. 

This invites several comments. In the 
first place it casts some doubt on the 
theory, at one time favored by. Mr. 
Benson, that big government is becoming 
more and more efficient as it develops 
new techniques and increases its in- 
vestment in computers and other mar- 
vels developed by the electronics in- 
dustry. Why, with all this efficiency, do 
the contingencies multiply? 


Indefinite 


Contingency votes, for good reasons, 
are not very popular with Parliament. 
They require members to appropriate 
large sums in the dark. Here, ‘for 
example, is the wording of the original 
Vote 5 as it appeared in the revised 
estimates: ; 

“Contingencies — subject to the 
approval of the Treasury Board, to 
supplement other votes for paylist and 
other requirements and-to provide for 
minor and unforeseen 
expenses nof otherwise provided for, 
includi awards under the Public 
Servants Invention Act, and authority to 


re-use any sums allotted for non-paylist 
requirements and repaid to this appro- 
priation from other appropriations . . . 
$70,000,000.’ 

Obviously, no one can tell from such 
an item how much is to go for salary 
increases or to whorh, what part is for 
awards or what for all the worrisome 
“minor”’ items. 

Such finds are even less popular with 
thé Auditor-General who has complained 
of a tendency. to employ forms of words 
in order to escape the. restrictive 
provisions of Section 35 of the Financial 
Administration Act. Sums not expended 
at the end of a year are supposed to 
lapse although there has been a tendency 
to divert them to other expenditures. 

In this context, the latest contingency 
request is of interest because, following 
the reference to salary increases for 1968- 
69 and previous fiscal years, it reads: 
“To establish as a reserve the unex- 


pended balance of this vote and of 
Treasury Board Vote 5, Appropriation 
Act. No, 4, 1968 from which payments 
may be made for the aforesaid purpose, 
to provide that such expenditures ‘shall 


-be recorded in the accounts of Canada as 


a transaction of the 1968-69 financial 
year. ...” 

The explanations which accompany 
estimates usually contain a reassuring 
reference to “normal lapsing.” They 
may appear large but the reader is 
supposed to derive comfort from the 
thought that even tHe most efficient 
department sometimes falls short of its 
spending target. Mr. Drury’s approach is 
different. He shows the same zeal for 
protecting appropriations that. Mr. Ben- 
son does for his revenues. What is left 
over will not lapse .if he can ‘help it. 
Instead it will go into reserve and out of 
it into the salaries of unknown but 
deserving civil servants. 


Work For All Governments

We would like to draw your readers’ 
attention to the following excerpt from 
an article by Sidney Hook in the Febru- 
ary issue of ‘“‘The Atlantic,’ entitled

“The university is not a political com- 
munity. Its business is not government 
but primarily the discovery, publication, 
and teaching of the truth. Its authority 
is based not on numbers or the rule of 
the majority but on knowledge. Although 
it can function in a spirit of democracy 
it cannot be organized on the principle 
of one man, one vote, or if it takes its 
educational mission seriously, of equal 
vote for student and faculty in the af- 
fairs of the mind or even with respect 
to organizational and curricular -contin- 
uity. The fact that a society is politi 
cally organized as a democracy does 
not entail that all its other institutions 
be so organized—its families, its orches- 
tras, museums, theatres, churches, and 
professional guilds. j 

“I think that we may expect that all 
the institutions in’a political democracy 
function in a democratic spirit, and by 
that I mean that-all participants of any 
institution should be regarded as persons, 
should be heard, listened to, consulted 
with, But the responsibility for decision 
cannot be shared equally without equat- 
ing inexperience with experience, ignor« 
ance with expertness, childishness with 
maturity. The assumption of a political 
democracy is that there are no experts 
in wisdom, that each citizen’s vote is as 
good as any other's. If we make the 
same assumption about universities, and 
define a ceitizen-of that community as 
anyone. who functions in any capacity 
on the campus, we may as well shut up 
educational shop.”—R. M. Pearce, Pro-

He has seen the 
cold war almost in religious terms — as 
the civilization of the West versus the 
new theology of the Communist East, 
and therefore he decided to go to Europe 
to establish himself as a world figure, to 
dramatize his faith, and hopefully, to 
demonstrate that there was a common 
bond in the West before he talked to the 
Soviets about strategic military weapons 
and the tangles of the Middle East. 

No matter what has gone before, new 
American presidents tend to believe they 
can somehow’ succeed where their 
predecessors have failed, and Mr. Nixon 


;4s. no different. President Johnson had 
minimized Europe, so he, Mr. Nixon, 


would emphasize it. And by emphasizing 
Europe and its historical ties to the New 
World, he thought he would be ready to 
talk to the Russians, 


Original Plan 


So Mr. Nixon planned his trip to 
Europe very carefully — first Brussels; 
headquarters of the Common Market of 
Europe and the North Atlantic alliance; 
then London, and thence back to Europe 
and the Vatican and finally to France. 
The new President was in the White 
House explaining all this to the reporters 
when the British and French started 
squabbling in public about Nixon’s: visit 
and the future of Europe. 

The effect on the White House has 
been very interesting. Mr. Nixon and his 
aides have: come to believe that General 
de Gaulle leaves very little to accident. 
So they have concluded that he chose to 
pickea fight with the British just before 
Mr. Nixon arrived in Europe, and that 
has had quite an impact on the White 
House and the state department. i 
Washington. sid 

For they~were hoping that a new 
administration might produce a new 
spirit of unity_in Western Europe, and 
now they are confronted with an open 
clash between the British and French 
Governments. 

The first reaction here was ‘irritation 
with General de Gaulle, President Nixon 
admires him, and therefore he:has to 
wonder why the French president 


» 


suggested to the British ambassador in 
Paris a transtormation of the European 
Common Market and the NATO alliance 
precisely on the eve of a visit by the 
American president. 

The White House is equally irritated 
with the British for dramatizing the 
conflict between Paris and London — 
and the effect of this public squabble in 
Europe has been extremely important 
here in Washington. 

It has made officials here wonder 
whether they should not give priority to 


reaching an understanding with _the— 
Russians rather ‘than trying to untangle ~ 


the problems of the European allies. 


Critical Problems 


Mr. Nixon will undoubtedly express 
his respects for the European tradition 
of the past and his hopes for an 
American partnership with Europe in the 
future, but he has three-immediate and 
critica] problems which depend more on 
Moscow than on Paris, London and the 
other European capitals. “ 

These three problems are the control 
of military arms, the Middle East crisis 
between the Israelis and the Arabs, and 
the ending of the Vietnam war. Europe 
Should not be deceived by President 
Nixon’s visit to the Old World. He would 
like to believe in a Western unity that 
would enable him to negotiate with the 
Russians from a strong unified Atlantic 
base, but the latest feud between Paris 
and London has disappointed this hope, 
and turned Washington back to its maior 
problems with the Russians and the 
American cities. 

Mr. Nixon was fascinated by General 
de Gaulle, and by the British tradition, 
and, being new in the job, hoped to talk 
things over when he got to Europe and 
make a wholly new beginning. But this 
vicious public row between Paris and 
London has changed the atmosphere. 

The hope of European wumity has 
diminished in the last few weeks in 
Washington, and the new Nixon Adminis- 


tration is going to Europe conscious of ' 


its major problems at home -— ending 
the Vietnam wat, controlling the arms 
race, and getting on with the racial and 
social problems in America; and a 
disunited Europe must realize that the 
answer to these. problems lies not in 
Europe but in Washington and Moscow,

and to work 
up to the 
more compli- 
cated. This is 
the plan used 
by biologists 
in arranging 
the members 
of the Animal 
Kingdom in Carl 
logical order, and it turns out 
that the simplest forms are 
often the oldest or most 
primitive. 

Thus the first phylum or 
major group to receive con- 
sideration is the Protozoa, the 
members of which are un- 
doubtedly the simplest ani- 
mal forms as far as structure 
is concerned and at the same 
time they are usually con- 
sidered to be the first kind of 
animals that originated on the 
earth. The very name. Proto- 
zoa means “‘first animals” 
referring to their early origin. 

Each individual in this 
group is composed of a single 
cell yet each carries on all the 
functions characteristic of the 
higher, multicellular animals. 
That is they feed, react to 
stimuli, grow and reproduce 
just like all living animals 


except that all these life 
processes are carried on 
within a single cell often 


microscopic in size. 
Some protozoans are very 
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out, efforts to locate jobs and 
housing are worked out by the 
staff of HEW’s Cuban Refu- 
gee Program. Also, neighbor- 
hood contacts are made. 

Nothing like that for the 
Negro; the Mississippi tenant 
family moves out when cotton 
land is not planted. The 
subsidy doesn’t go to the 
family, it goes to keep the 
land idle.

simple:in structure; some are 
amazingly complex. More 
than 30,000 kinds are known to 
occur, and always in a moist 
environment: in the sea; in 
fresh, brackish or stagnant 
water; in damp soil or in 
decaying organic matter. 

Many are free-swimming, 
some are attached, some 
form colonies, some live in or 
on plants or in various kinds 
of animals as parasites. Many 
are eaten by other animals. 
Some may carry diseases 
such as dysentery, malaria 
and sleeping sickness and are 
therefore of great importance 
to man. 


Protozoans are’ found in 
every part of the world. Their 
spread is aided: by water 
currents and by the move- 
ments of other animals which 
may accidentally transport 
them from one area to 
another. 


However, their wide distri- 
bution is ‘probably best ex- 
plained by the fact that many 
of them pass part .of their 
lives as resting spores which 
may become’ dried as dust 
and in this condition they may 
be carried great distances by 
wind. When deposited in water 
they. germinate and resume 
an active life. 

Spores of protozoa are ap- 
parently everywhere await- 


ing favorable conditions to 
spark them to life. Pluck a 
handful of dried grass from 
the roadside and place it in a 
cup of water or let cut flowers 
stand too long and in-either 
case the water soon becomes 
clouded with living specks, 
which—have—originated from 
the “spores attached to the 
vegetation. 

Under a hand lens, or better 
still, a microscope, the specks 
are revealed as tiny single- 
celled animals, wheeling, 
twisting, squirming or furious- 
ly paddling their way through 
the liquid like uncontrolled 
five o'clock traffic. 

They move in a great many 
different ways. Some simply 
flow like a drop of water on a 
window pane, except that they 
have the power to pause and 
choose their path or even to 
reverse,

Some which live within tiny 
shells pull themselves along 
by extending and contracting 
parts of the cell like a series 
of anchor chains. Some pull or 
push themselves through the 
water by one or more whip- 
like lashes which act like 
miniature outboards. 

Others are provided with a 
multitude of hair-like exten- 
sions of the body which. beat 
like paddles driving the ani- 
mal forward or backward

Trudeau: If it can be of 
any re-assurance, I would say 
that until the results of the 
review are announced, we 
will follow the policy we have 
been following: participation 
in the United Nations and_in 
NATO.

The leadership question will come up-in private talks 
when the party’s national executive meets this weekend. 
Party managers need to know- soon whether the Winnipeg 
convention will focus on a contest to succeed Douglas or on 
policy, and potential leadership’ candidates are anxious to 
know Douglas’ intentions. 

His intention this week was to ask for another five or six 
weeks to make up ‘his‘mind whether to retire as leader or to 
seek another term. in Ottober. No doubt, the grace period will 
be granted if he asks for it. 

But the Toronto Mafia is already threatening to run a 
sacrifice candidate against him in October to dramatise 
dissatisfaction if he decides to continue. 

And an old guard is urging that he should announce not 
only that he will continue as leader but that he feels quite 
capable of fighting the next election. 


One of the powerful arguments for a change in October fs 
that the new leader will need all the time available before the 
next election, probably in 1972,-to become established as a 
national figure. +. 

This is all the more persuasive when it is understood that 
one of the best known of the new generation of NDP leaders 
— and*the man many in the party have regarded as-the heir 
apparent — is not likely-to run. 

Charles Taylor, the brilliant and articulate 37-year-old 
Montreal political scientist and Philosopher confirmed this 
week that he does not now intend to be candidate for 
teadership, 

He is strongly attached to Quebec — his mother was a 
Beaubein — and part of his interest in becoming national 
leader was ‘the belief he could contribute toresolution of the 
French-English problem. : 

In any event, he is not interested in seeking election to 
Parliament outside Quebec, and sees. no early prospect of 
‘winning a seat in that province. So he has been telling friends 
in the party he is not a leadership condidate.

Workhorse Mission to Have 
lts Share of Space Firsts

CAPE KENNEDY —. The 
spectacular Apollo 8 journey 
around the -moon was the 
“glamor flight!’ of the. space 
program, but the Apollo 9 
flight will be the “‘work-horse 
mission.” 

Although Apollo 9 is sched- 
uled to go more than 150 
miles from earth, the mission 
ts loaded with danger, signifi- 
cance, complexity- and its 
share of space firsts. 

Astronauts James McDivitt, 
41, David Scott, 36, and 
Russell (Rusty) Schweickart, 
33, will be conducting the first 
manned test of the complete 
Apollo spacecraft and moon 
rocket. 

Making its maiden voyage 
is the last piece of hardware 
untested by man in this 
tremendously complex. com-~- 
bination. That is the lunar 
modiile (LM), which on Apollo 
Tt will carry two astronauts 
from lunar orbit to the moon’s 
surface and back again to a 
rendezvous with the mother- 
ship. 


Last Piece 
Untested 


The mothership consists of 


the command and. service 


modules which were tested on 
Apollo 7 and. 8, 

Apollo 9 will be the first 
eomplete rehearsal of ‘the 
moon landing mission. One 
NASA’ official calls it ‘the 
most complex flight we have 
had in the space program to 
date.” 

“Tt 4s-essential before the 
U.S. can land men on the 
moon,” he continues. ‘Apollo 
$ must search out and. elimin- 
ate all the bugs in the lhmar 
modtle; otherwise we will be 
delayed in our schedule to 
land men on the moon this 
year.” 

Present plans. call for the 10- 
day flight to begin with a 
launch at 11 a.m.,Monday. 

Three stages of the mighty 
Saturn 5 rocket will put the 
payload into a circular orbit 
about 115 miles high. At this 
point, the command and 
service modules are attached 
to a metal cocoon holding the 
hmar module. This cocoon, in 
turn, is attached to an. adap- 
ter on the third stage of the 
rocket. 


155 Miles 
Above Earth 


In orbit, the crew will begin 
a series of tests on the third 
stage, the command and 
service module, and the lunar 
module to verify. that the 
equipment would be ready to 
gu to the moon, if the flight 
plan called for such journey, 

Later, over Hawaii, the 
command and service module 
will separate from the third 


stage and the LM. MeDivitt 
wil swing the spacecraft 
around the third stage, in- 
specting it before moving in 
to dock nose-to-nose with the 
lunar_module. 

After docking, McDivitt will 
pull the LM from its storage 
position, Ground controllers 
then start the engine .on ‘the 
third stage, dump all its fuel, 
and manoeuvre it away from 
the spacecraft. 


Uninterrupted 
Sleep Periods 


Duting this time, the crew 
will continue tests and pre- 
pare to fire the 20,500-pound 
thrust engine on the service 
module. This burn will raise 
the orbit to about 130 miles. 

Afterabout-—-nine—hours...in 
the higher orbit, all tHree 
crew members will get a 
chanmee to sleep simultane- 
ously — a first for the Apollo 
flights. ‘Everything in the 
flight- plan for Apollo 9 is 
predicted on the sleep times,” 
a NASA official explained. ‘‘If 
all three men cannot sleep at 
the same time (as in the case 
of an emergency) we- will 
have to change the flight plan. 
The men must have their rest 
and we aren’t going to intrude 
into that area.” 

Wakeup time is 6 a.m. 
(EST), and three burns of the 
service module engine “are 
scheditiled for the second day. 
The engine firings have a two- 
fold purpose: (1) To— gain 
experience in powered flight in 
space, and (2) To lighten the 
command module so it will be 
the right weight for rendez- 
vous later in the flight. The 
combined burns should place 
the craft in a 129 by 305-mile 
orbit. 


He Will Crawl 


Through Tunnel... 


On the third day the junar 
module will be pressurized 
and the astronauts, who up to 
this time had been flying in 
lightweight coveralls, will 
climb back into their bulky 
space suits. 

Schweickart will crawl 
through a connecting tunnel 
and enter thé lunar module 
first. About an hour later 
MeDivitt will follow. At 9:30 
a.m. (EST), the television 
camera in the lunar module is 
scheduled fo be turned on. It 
will show the two astronauts 
working, but no tour of the 
spindly-legged spacecraft is 
planned. _ 

Work will end at 8 p.m. 
(EST) on the third day, 17 
hours after the astronauts 
first arose. All three will sleep 
in the command module. 

The next day McDivitt and 
Schweickart return to the 
lunar module and red-haired 
“Rusty” Schweickart may 
then become the first Apollo 


astronaut to take a space 
walk. 

Simulations of the mission 
on the ground are showing 
flight controllers and astron- 
auts alike that Apollo 9 is .a 
tough one. As a_ result, 
mission priorities have 
changed so that Schweickart’s 
space walk would-be scrubbed 
in favor of systems tests. 

If Rusty does take a-walk in 
space, he will be hooked to 
the lunar module with a 
lifeline, but for the first time 
life-giving oxygen will not 
flow through the line. Oxygen 
will come from a back pack. 

Schweickart, a civilian, is 
scheduled to go outside the 
junar module, open the hatch 
of the command module and 
go inside, being the first U.S. 
astronaut to transfer from 
one spacecraft to another by 
walking in space. The Soviets 
accomplished this last month 
on the Soyuz 4 and 5 flights. 


First 
In Space 


Schweickart’s walk will 
simulate an emergency situa- 
tion wherein the lunar module 
leaves the moon’s surface and 
docks with the mothership, 
but the astronauts are unable 
to get through the tunnel. 

On this part of the walk, 
Schweickart will remove some 
micro-meteorite detectors 
from the skin of the space- 
craft and hand them to David 
Scott,, who as command mod- 
ule pilot never leaves the 
spacecraft. 

Schweickart then plans to 
stand specially constructed 
foot restraints called ‘golden 
slippers,” mounted on the 
steps of the LM, and take 
television pictures of the two 
docked spaceships. ‘I'll be 
spending some time on the 
front poreh,”’ he joked. 

A very strenuous fifth day 
starts after only six hours 
sleep,, McDivitt and Schweick- 
art will put their space suits 
back on and go into the lunar 
module again. Five hours 
later, the lunar module will 
separate from the command 
module, This is the most 


go wrong: and the two astro- 
nauts could not get back to 
the mothership they would 
perish. The LM is unable to re- 
enter the earth’s atmosphere.

The fifth day of 
flight ends at 7 p.m. (EST), 
another 17-hour day, 

The remainder of the fligtit 
will be spent testing command 
module’s systems in earth- 
orbit. Presently, days 8 and 10 
are free of any activity. and 
the flight could conceivably 
end at the finish of day 8. If 
the 10 days are completed, 
Apollo 9 will last for nine 
days, 22 hours and 33 minutes, 
landing in the west Atlantic, 
1,000 miles east of Cape 
Kennedy where it started. 

For the men of Apollo 9, 
splashdown will mean the end 
of about three years of 
training. Air Force Colonel 
MeDivitt—has _ been working 
toward this flight ever since 
he returned from Gemini 4 in 
June, 1965. —His—impressive 
performance on that mission, 
which included the first U.S.

Pleas Made in House 
To Save Farmlands 


B.C. must start saviiz its 
farmlands from urban. sprawl 
now because by 1980 it won’t be 
able to import food from 
California, the legislature was 
warned Wednesday. 

David Stupich (NDP— 
Nanaimo) said _ California’s 
population is expanding so 
quickly that current estimates 
indicate it will have no food to 
spare for exports within a 
decade. 

His warning came during a 
running debate on how the rich 
farmlands of‘the Fraser Valley 
and lower Vancouver Island 
could be saved from disappear- 
ing into subdivisions, 


Mr. Stupich urged a wholessle}| 


takeover of zoning controls by 
the province from the - muni- 
cipalities as a mbthod . of 
preserving the existing farm- 
land around the two metropoli- 
tan areas. 

Agriculture Minister Cyril 
Shelford said he agreed a 
problem existed and suggested 
it should be studied next session 
by a legislative committee, 


TENANT FARMERS 


He warned no simple answers 
are available because any 
“green belt” system of preserv- 
ing farmland would inevitably 
require the provincial govern- 
ment to expropriate all the 
farmlands and then lease back 
the selected areas to tenant 
farmers. 

Both David Barrett (NDP- 
Coquitlam) and Hunter Vogel 
(SC—Langley) said expropria- 
_tion is not the answer. 
~ Mr. Barrett proposed two 
immediate steps because *‘this 
problem is so urgent it can’t 
wait until next year.” 

He said the government 
should freeze property taxes for 
farmers in the Fraser Valley 
and recover the lost revenues as 
a charge upon the land when it 
changes hands or is passed on 
as an estate, as done now in 
California, 

Mr. Barrett said this would 
hold ' down operating costs for 
farmers and reduce the tempta- 
tion to sell out to subdividers as 
well as providing an organic 
method for the government to 
acquire green belt land over a 
period of years. 

He also urged the government 
to trade Crown properties along 
the sloping benchlands of, the 
Fraser River’s north shore for 
m u nicipally-controlled bottom- 
lands. 

The ‘higher could be 
developed for better housing 
sites, relieving the subdivision 
pressure on the valley-bottom 
farms. 

Mr. Vogel said the rapid 
disappearance of Fraser farm 
lands could be stemmed by 
reclamation of some 12,000 
almost useless marshy acres in 
the valley. 

Don Phillips (SC—South 
Peace River) said anization 
is eating into lands in 
lower mainland river valleys, 
but millions of fertile acres 
remain in the Peace River area. 

He suggested the day will 
soon come when the bulk of the 
province's agriculture will be in 
the northwestern district and 
asked that the - government 
increase land-clearing assis t- 
ance to people moving from the 
south. 


LAND BANKS 

William Hartley (NDP—Yale- 
Lillooet) said only two per cent 
of land in the province is 
arable. 

He recommended the govern- 
ment establish farmland banks 
to ensure needed agriculture 
space near cities will be kept. 

He suggested the government 
buy farms, especially those in 
the Fraser Valley, which de- 
velopers are seeking for future 
subdivision. 

The land banks would ensure 
future food supply to the large 
metropolitan areas of the 
province,

But that is only 
one of the many uses-to-which 
this massive-seeming instru- 
ment is put. 

Its partner fis the wok, 
China's slope-sided steel 
cooker from which the west- 
ern gold«pan may, well have 
derived. 

With no implements save 
the Chinese cleaver and the 
wok—for which a large frying 
pan may be substituted—such 
a dinner: “ds I'm looking 
forward to can be prepared.

My dear one, when intro- 
duced to the Chinese cleaver 
in.-a .class that ate its 
homework, was both surprised 
and dubious. 

“He uses it for everything,” 
‘she réported of the teacher 
after her first lesson, “but I 
don’t see how he keeps his 
* fingers.” 

Consider the implement fn 


detail, and you too may 
wonder. 
It consists of a. broad, 


heavy,. near-rectangular steel 
blade fitted to a short cylin- 
drical wooden handle. 


Chinese cleavers come in 
two sizes. The proprietor of 
one of our well-stocked China- 
town stores recommended the 
lighter model to me as best 
suited to a woman's wrist. I 

.took it home as an extra 
birthday present, and when I 
phoned a couple of minutes 
ago for specifications, my 
sweety was peeling a garlic 
clove with it for the chow 
mein, 

She measured the blade. 
Length, 8% inches. Width, 3% 
inches at the handle end, 
.tapering to 3% at the other. 
Thickness of blunt edge at 


handle, % inch, again tapering _ 


along the Hong Kong-forged 
steel. 

Then Win obliged me by 
weighing the cleaver, which

Oil Policy 


Said Urgent 


‘In Canada’s 
Best Interests’ 


An immediate continental 
oil policy, together with 
Canadian _ restrictions on 
offshore crude oil imports, 
was called for today by J. P. 
Gallagher, the president of 
Dome-Petroleum Ltd: 


Here to address the Rotary 
Club on Arctic oil development 
and its implications, Gallagher 
said in an‘interview itis in the 
best interests of Canada and the 
U.S. to agree immediately on a 
policy: that. would allow the free 
flow of petroleum both ways 
between the two countries. 

He-called the need “urgent” 
in order to ensure oil for the 
most~crude-deficient market in 
the U.S.—the eastern states— 
and development of a_ viable 
petroleum industry in Canada 


“whose life would not forever} 


be dependent on presidential 
edicts from Washington.”’ 
SAME RESTRICTIONS 

“A true continental oil- policy 
would mean Canada would have 
to automatically adopt the same 
restrictions on imports of off- 
shore crude oil and products “as 
applicable in the U.S.,? Gal- 
lagher said. 

American policy is that im- 


;| Ports must not exceed 12.2 per 


cent of domestic oil production. 
In Canada, some 40 per cent of 
domestic ‘production is repre- 
sented by imported crude oil. 
“In allowing overconstruction 
of refinery ¢apacity in Quebec 
and the Maritimes. designed 
specifically for offshore type 
crudes’“we are allowing the 
build-up of political liabilities 
that are going to be more and 
more difficult to alter —-or 


eliminate,”’ he said. 


Major future sources of oil 
are Alaska and the Canadian 


Arctic, and the. major market — 


which is growing quickly — is 
south of the 49th parallel, 
Gallagher said. 


FUTURE SOURCES 


To reach this most-deficient 
market, a pipeline must cross 
Canada and “‘it is therefore a 
logical time to. negotiate the 
complete removal of all tariffs 
and restrictions prohibiting the 
free north-south movement of 
crude oil and products to the 
most economic . markets of 
North America.”’ 

It would also assure maxi- 
mum development of strategic 
oil reserves and_ security of 
supply in time-of-crisis, he said.

The “first dry days of winter, 
when,the heat is first turned 
up high, are conducive to 
catching a cold. 


AVOID DRAUGHTS 


For years we have been told 
to avoid draughts and chilling. 
More recent studies” have 
indicated that it is not the 
cold weather but a sudden 
change in temperature which 
is dangerous. Be aware of 
such sudden switches in tem- 
perature and dress accord- 
ingly. You are safer when the 
temperature is even, either 
hot or cold. : 

Dr. R. Gordon Douglas Jr. 
and his co-workers at Baylor’s 
College of Medicine infected 
49 men with a .cold producing 
virus. Some were subjected to 
chilling and others were not. 
This produced no important 
differences in the cold symp- 


toms the two groups de- 
veloped. 
Dr. Douglas feels that one 


reason there are so many 
more colds during winter 
months is that people stay 
indoors more and therefore 
increase the chance of infec- 
tion. It may also be that the 
virus survives best in winter.

While I was in Victoria it 
was Gary's (12) turn to make 
something impressive so we 
settled on 
three loaves 
of whole’: 
wheat bread

GARY’S WHOLE WHEAT 
BREAD 


(Three loaves and 1 large 
pan cinnamon buns.) 


One package granular yeast, 
1_teaspoon or cube of sugar, 
% cup lukewarm water, 1 cup 
milk, scalded, %% cup light 
brown sugar, 1 cup. shorten- 
ing, 2 tablespoons salt, 3% 
cups lukewarm water, 1 cup 
fresh wheat germ (optional 
but recommended), 6 cups un- 
sifted fresh whole wheat 
flour, 6 cups stirred but not 
sifted all-purpose or bread 
flour. 

In clean dishpan soak yeast 
and 1 teaspoon sugar in 14 cup 
lukewarm water 10 minutes. 
Scald the milk in medium 
saucepan, remove from heat 
and add the brown sugar, 
shortening and salt and stir 
to melt shortening. Cool to 
lukewarm and add to yeast 
liquid, along with the 3% cups 
lukewarm water.

To make one pan of Cin- 
namon Buns roll out. remain- 
ing one-fourth of dough into a 
thin “- sheet-- about ~ 12”’x18"*. 
Spread with soft butter or 
margarine, sprinkle with two- 
thirds cup light brown sugar 
and 2 teaspoons cinnamon 
(and 44 to 1 cup chopped wal- 
nuts if desired) and roll up 
tightly starting at long side. 
Gently melt 3. tablespoons 
butter in 13’x9" pan and 
evenly stir into it one-third to 
% cup light brown sugar to 
coat bottom of pan. Cut roll 
of dough into 1” slices and 
place, cut sides down, barely 
touching, in.pan. Let rise 
covered, along with bread. 
When bread and buns have 
risen for 2 hours and the well 
above rims of pans bake at 
400 deg. F. Bread. requires 
45 to 50 mir: Do not under- 
bake. Buns do not require as 


long. After buns have baled 
20 min. take one out of pan 
to test it to see if it is baked 
at centre. Serve buns warm if 
possible. This bread freezes 
wrapped. Be a good sport 
and let your kids try the 
throwing-kneading technique.

CALGARY (CP) — Volunteer 
Btudent nurses at two Calgary 
hospitals watch horror movies 
and submit to thumb-screw tor- 
ture in experiments to analyse 
the effects of stress on humans. 

For two. years Dr. Park Da- 
Vidson, associate professor in 
the department of psychology at 
the University of Calgary, has 
@nalysed reactions of nurses 
and graduate students repeated- 
ly exposed to stress. 

“The first thing we learn is| 
that there are behavioral differ-| 
€nces in how people react to 
Stress,”’ he said. 

The nurses watch horror films 
showing mutilated victims of 
ear accidents, while instru- 
ments measure their pulse, 
beart-beat, skin temperature 
and other physical reactions. 
The films simulate “vicarious 
stress.” 

The thumb-torture equipment, 
known as _ pressurealgometers, 
simulates “direct stress.” Pres- 
sure is applied to the thumb 
bone to establish the person's 
pain barrier under controlled 
conditions. 

The students react in two 
ways to stress, said Dr. David- 
son. Some, classified as repres- 
sers, have a bad reaction on 
first exposure but an_ easier 
time adjusting to subsequent ex- 
posures. They become used to 
the situation and are able to for- 
get the experience. 

Others, classified as sensi- 
ives, have little reaction on 
first exposure

But with direct stress, it 
doesn't help to know that great 
pain is ahead. If you do know, 
relaxation is the best method 
for tolerance. 

Undergoing stress with others 
helps you to cope, the éxperi- 
ments showed. Patients in 
public wards are better able to 
tolerate pain than private-room 
patients.

School Board 
Starts Program 
To Battle Druas 


(CP) — ‘Films, 
discussion periods and books 
are being used by the Halifax 
school board as weapons in the 
war against glue-sniffing and 
drug-taking by young people. 

Marjorie Cook, director of the 
board's special services, says 
her department became con- 
cerned about the glue and drug 
problem last fall, following 
reports from parents, clergy 
and doctors. 

Educational materials outlin- 
ing the dangers of drug-taking 
and glue-sniffing are being sent 
to students, teachers. and par- 
ents. The school board has also 
purchased a film on the prob- 
lem, which is being shown to 
students in Grades 6, 7 and 8. 

In addition, books articles and 
pamphlets ‘are being collected 
by. the special service—depart- 
ment for circulation to parents, 
students and teachers. 

Dr. Douglas Shedden, director 
of maternal and child welfare 
for the city, will conduct study 
sessions early this year, so that 
each school will have at least 
one person who is competent to 
give the facts, and discuss with 
students the dangers involved in 
the use of drugs. 

The principal of each school 
will select one person to attend 
the study sessions from his staff

How do fish gills work? 


Gills work like lungs, with one 
slight difference. Both exchange 
waste carbon dioxide for fresh 
supplies.of oxygen. The opera- 
tions are so bBimilar thet it 
seems strange that we cannot 
breathe water and fishes cannot 
breathe air. However, remem- 
ber that one slight difference. 

The gills of a fish depend 
upon a fantastic chemical called 
hemoglobin. Its molecules are 
crammed into the floating cells 


hemoglobin. In both cases, the 
blood is coloréd by the hemo- 
globin in the teeming red blood 
cells. In both cases, the mole- 
cules of hemoglobin perfomm the 
same miraculous duties. They 
gather ws molecules of oxygen, 
tote them around end deliver 
them to the -body’s living cells. 
These cells use oxygen as a fuel 
to carry on their vital activities. 
In the process they create 
waste carbon dioxide. The cir- 
culating hemoglobin in the red 
blood cells gathers this trash 
and carries it away for disposal. 
Air-breathing lungs are 
spongy tissues where miniature 
blood vessels’ come close to the 
surface. The walls that separate 
lung cells from the air are so 
thin that gases can pass right 
through them, Blood cells cir- 
culating back to the lungs give 
up their waste carbon dioxide to 
be breathed out. In exchange, 
they grab fresh supplies of 
oxygen to be toted on another 
life-giving excursion through the 
body. The swapping of gases is 
done through the  tissue-thin| 
walls of the lung.cells. The gills| 
of a fish make the same 
exchange of gases through 
similar tissue-thin walls. 


Absorbs Gases 


A fish’s gills are more or less ; 
where you would expect to find 
his ears. There fragile tissues 
are shielded under firm round 
plates called gill covers. The 
true gills under the covers are 
fine, soft threads, colored pink- 
ish red by blood vessels that 
come close to the surface. The 
cells of these threads are so 
thin that gases can seep through 

em, % 

As you watch a fish, he seems 
to be gulping endless mouthfuls 
of water. Actually, the water is 
pushed through channels that 
jlead from his mouth to his gills. 
|As it washes between and 
|around the fine, feathery gill 
fringes, the hemoglobin in the 
red cells gives up its carbon 
dioxide and grabs fresh supplies | 
of oxygen molecules. Then the 
used water flows out the back 
way of the gill covers. Gills can 
absorb only gases that are 
dissolved in water. Lungs can 
absorb oxygen only from the 
gaseous air. If gills and lungs 
could teach each other, we 
would be able to breathe under 
water and ‘fishes could breathe 
in the air. 

The hemoglobin molecule can 
do its magic because it contains 
an interesting biochemical sub- 
stance called heme. Heme con- 
tains iron atoms arranged so as 
‘to make {ft mildly attracted to 
oxygen and carbon dioxide. 
When hemoglobin is near these 
gases, the heme-in its molecules 
links fingers with them. Each

Lead is one of the earth’s 
basic elements—which means 
that al} its atoms are alike. It 
has a slot of its own on the 
Periodic Table of Elements, 
This shows its atomic number 
to be 82 and its atomic weight 
to be 207.19. Pure lead is @ dull, 
grey metal, rather soft and 
more than 11 times heavier than! 
|water. The wonderful stuff is| 
easy to shape but people who 
handle it are apt to get lead| 
poisoning, which tends to be} 
fatal. Small helpings of soft lead | 
are smelted with other mietals 
to create hard metal alloys. In 
some of these alloys, the lead 
loses its dullness and gains a 
glossy coat. Lead stops flying 
atomic particles in their attacks, 
Heavy sheets of it are used to 
keep debris from radioactive 
substances within bounds. 

Copper is net one of the most 
plentiful metals, but it is more 
than three times more plentiful 
than lead. Most of nature’s lead 
occurs in compounds with sul- 
phur or carbon, and often its 
ores contain a mixture of many 
other minerals, The rocks are 
crushed and washed. Most of 
the’ lighter minerals can be 
washed away while the heavy 
lead compounds sink to the 
bottom. In some ores, the 
fragments of lead material are 
so fine that soapy substances 
must be used to separate them 
from the other minerals,

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Warning on Racism 


In U.S. Unheeded 
Latest Study Shows 


WASHINGTON (AP) — ‘The 
Kerner commission's warning 
of an American society sharply 
divided by race goes largely un- 
heeded one year later, an inde- 
pendent follow-up study coriclud- 
ed today. 

The grim finding that blacks 
end whites in the United States 
continue fo drift dangerously 
epart contained still another 
warning: 

“The nation in its neglect 
may be sowing the seeds of un- 
precedented future disorder and 
division.”* 

The report, called One Year 
Later, was issued by Urban 
American, Inc., and, The Urban 
Coalition, non-profit Washington 
organizations dealing with city 
problems. 

It was _published one year 
after the national advisory com- 
mission on civil disorders—
